The lecture oi Bishop Simpson, at the 


Opera House last evening, on "Napoleon 
and Bism»rck,"drew one ol the largest and 
moat intelligent audiences ol tho seasen, 
nclnding many citizens from Franklin, 
Oi'. City, Bhambnrg, Pleasantville and 
othet «urronnding towna. The discourse 
was highly instructive and eloquent, per- 
laps the very bett literary entertainment 
hat has yet been offered our citizens. The 
distinguished orator ia plain to homeliness 
u appearance, and his manner has none of 
:he graces of oratory. 
But eucli is the 


ease and dignity of his be&riug, the bim- 
?Hcity ol bis language, tho intellectual 
rrasp he possesses of his subject, the morul 
elevation of his sentiments, that ho is at 
onco one of the most winning and impres- 
sive of public speakers. 


The Bishop sketched the lives of both 


Napoleon and Bismarck, and the salient 
eatnres in their respective characters. He 
traced tho influences that moulded their 
early ambition, and the steps by which 


y gained power. .He. contrasted the 


;wo peopl'is, France and Germany, in 
their national characteristics, such aa 
their institutions had mode them. He 
portrayed the French Emperor as an imi-

German unity, as tho mission of his life,

girding the strength of the kingdom to 
the fulfilment of this cherished plan, and 
ruling idea, as a man of perfect conrnge 
and a diplomatist without guile or indi- 
rection. 


He described Germany BS a religious' 


educated people, the most 'disciplined sol- 
diers iu the world, and France as demoral- 
ized and corrupted by tho Empire, infidel 
n heart, and the nursery of immorality. 
The issue of the war would bo a rocon- 
truction of Europe, the destruction of the 
uTohammedan Empire, the establishment 
of new seats of commerce on tho Medi-

AN OLD LANDMAHK BEING REMOVED. 


—For several days the old building at the 
head of Franklin street, recently known 
as Haighle Paper Mill, and_ previously as 
the "old ohuroh," ha* Keren undergoing 
demolition to make way for the erection 
of a new building known as the German 
Reformed church. 
v _ 


The original structure was erected in 


1833 and 1SU4 by Thomas Kollcr and Jus. 
Brawler, architects, and was dedicated as 


Presbyterian church, July 
4'.h, 1833 


though not completed until the year fol- 
lowing. The Isnd npon which the build- 
ing is located was donated by Jonathan 
Titus. The otyle of architecture as ob- 
seved in this old building differs consider- 
ably from that of the present day. 
The 


supports, girders and every -timber used 


its construction being of tho most 


massive character, such ne are seldom used 
even in the largest buildings now, find 
capable of resisting decay and storms for 


century. 
Religious services in the "old church" 


ceased about the year 18C4, owing to its 
location, being so far out of town, and 
the erection of other and more commo- 
dious places of worship in tha city. 
Tho 


church property was at one time sold for 
$1,000, to Sir. Wra. Barnsdall who has 
inco sold the same for $G,000. The first 
ohuroh erected in the city was known as 
the old log church, and stood on what i.« 
now the cemetery, at the head of Frank- 
lin 8treet,"Thii was removed, however, and 
the building now being taken down -was 
erected in its place—which is now about 
to bo snperceded by a still more elegant 
structure. 


Destructive Firn at Peirolenm 
Centre—The. Upper Half of 
tb'c Town in A»lie». 
Shortly 
before 
midnight Thunday 


night, the citizens of Petroleum Centre 
were startled by tho cry «f fire, and upon 
going to the street, flames were Been upon 
the north side of Washington street, in 
the vicinity of the Buffalo House, an hotel 
building, bat unoccupied. A pretty «tiff 
breezo was blowing, and before the fire 
engines, or even many citizens had assem- 
bled, the Buffalo House (which wa» the 
place at which the conflagration origin- 
ated) was one sheet of flame, wbioh was 
swiftly and surely creeping towards the 
upper end of the town. Those who sup- 
posed tho fire would bo confined to the 
locality whore it started, were soon un- 
deceived, Ibr the wind, which was varying, 
suddenly changed, and in a few momenta 
the buildings upon the opposite side of the 
street were in <Um«£, which spread rapidly 
in a westerly direction. It then became 
apparent that nearly the entire western 
portion of the town would be deitroyedf 
though, fortunately the progress of the 
devouring element was stayed near the 
place of storting by the efforts of tho citi- 
zen?, who tore down one building, and by 
Lard work prevented any fnrtner deitni»- 
tion down the street, or towards the more 
densely populated portion of tlia town. 
The scene that 
eniued during 
the 


three hours was fearful and bsffies descrip- 
tion, and though this was the fourth time 
that the same locality has been burned 
over, those who have witnessed the pre- 
vious destruction o: property in thii vi- 
cinity, say that never before was there to 
little property laved, nor so complete a 
sweep of everything thit would burn, 
combined with de.«perato attempts to iave 
at least f omothing from the fttmoi, as upon 
the pressnt occasion. 
Tho buildings, 


which woro of wocd, were nearly all old, 
and of a highly combu'tible nature and it 
was but n few momenta after the flames 
had caught before tho en tiro structure was 
a bls/o of flame, from which it was im- 
possible to save anything. Furniture and 
property of every description wss brought 
out iuto^the street only to be shortly after 
consumed by tho flames from which it was 
a moment before saved. Several of tbo 
buildings were occupied as concert saloons 
or brothels, and tho "soiled dov«»" -were 
seen fluttering about in the lurid light of 
the fl.imeB, in dishabille or reiembling 
Wilke Collins' "Woman in White,"though 
their only anxiety eeemed to be to save 
their wardrobes" and trunks which was 
through the kindness of acquaintances 
generally cffoetnd.

Tho 
fire originated in the Buffalo House, wfiich 
aa previously stated, was unoccupied. It 
is suppoied to have been tho work of in- 
cendaries, 
and 
strenuous efforts

being made to ferret out tho guilty par- 
ties. Had tha wind been in an opposite 
direction the beat and molt densly popu- 
lated portion of the city would havo been 
destroyed, as it is, however, with a few 
exceptions, th» part "scorched" was of lit- 
tle benefit to the town.
